The nature of a section proposed by 
Senator Morton and adopted by the Senate 
as an amendment to the Constitution has 
attracted little attention and does not seem 
to be clearly understood. At present, the 
mode of chooring the electors of President 
and Vice Presidant is settled by the State 
Legislatures, and the practice has been to 
have in each Statea general ticket voted 
exp 1OF throughout the entire State. As the 
law stands, there may be Democratic ma- 
jorities or Radical majorities in all the elec- 
toral districts in the State but one, and yet, 
if the counter majority in that one exceeds 
the aggregate majorities in all the rest, the 
one district carries the whole electoral 
ticket of the State. 

It is proposed by the Morton amend-

IMMIGRATION AND LABOR. 

Your correspondent has made bis views 
pretty thoroughly known as to the policy 
with regard to immigration ani labor that 
should govern the present Gcneral Assembly 
of Kentucky. The lator system of the State 
is notoriously most unreliable and unsatisfac- 
tory, and nothing seems to me more patent 
than that it is the duty, the bounden duty, of 
the present Legislature to inaugurate an 
immigration plan which will supply, 
or tend to the supply of the deficiency. So | 
obvious is this that perhaps not a member of | 
the General Assembly, whatever his political 
set iiments, can be found to gainsay it; and yet | 
i‘ wa little remarkable that, though six weeks 
of the session have elapsed, nothing has been | 
done in the direction indicated. I caution | 
our legislators against longer deferring action 
upon the matter. Delays are proverbially | 
dangerous, and this is so important an interest | 
that no risks should be run. 

I learn that the immigration committees of | 


| the two houses have laftly held repeated con- 
| sultations, thatthe general features of a bill 
* have been agreed upon, and that a report will
